Old Scores Settled 
Dean, in the statement,

some time over the alleged disa­ 
greement over some timber prop­ 
erty. The state ppinted out that the 
deceased, Bruno Mayer, had claim­ 
ed that money was due him for tim­

These men now receive 36 cents an hour. Their wages are to 
be increased l l per cent. 
The increase probably results from the restriction of immi­ 
gration. When immigration was free and unrestricted the great 
steel companies always had an abundant supply of laborers 
and as the law of supply and demand operates in wages as 
well as all othej things, wages for common labor were held 
to a low level. Now with immigrant labor no longer flooding 
the market in such large numbers competition in the labor 
market is sending princes of wages upwards. The revival cf 
business is also a factor in this wage increase. Only last week 
the wages of thousands of operatives in cotton mills were I 
increased.
